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Commissioners’ Report. 


To THE CITIZENS OF SULLIVAN COUNTY :— 


In accordance with the requirements of the Public Statutes 
of the State of New Hampshire, we submit herewith the annual , 
report of the County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent 
of the Farm, Physician, Chaplain, Solicitor, Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court, Sheriff, Jailer and Auditors for 1904. The ap- 
propriation for County expenses for 1904 was $30,000.00. 

The Farm was under the management of Mr. Perry, as 
Superintendent, up to Feb. 15, 1904. He was succeeded by 
Mr. Fred Bean. Mr. Bean and his wife have, we believe. been 
attentive to their duties and uniformly kind to those under 
their charge. The Farm has been well cared for and good 
crops raised. 

A. new store-house has been-erected at an expense of about 
two thousand dollars. The Farm contributed lumber, stone and 
labor for this building to amount of six hundred dollars. : 

The size of this building is thirty by fifty feet. One half of 
the first floor is used as a store-room for supplies for the house, 
and the other half for storage for carriages and farming tools. 
One half of the basement has been fitted up for a cellar for 
vegetables and the other half for storage purposes. The entire 
floor in the basement is made of the best quality of cement and 
stone concrete. . 

A new Jail Building has been erected at Newport, at a cost 
of fifteen thousand dollars. The site with house and barn in- 
cluding repairs to same, together with the heating outfit, plumb- 
ing and expense of sewer connection cost about five thousand 
dollars. The Jail building is two stories high and built of brick 
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with granite for trimmings. There are five cells on either side 
on the first and second floors, making twenty in all. One or all 
of the five cells on either side or floor can be opened or closed 
by a lever from the jailer’s corridor, without coming in contact 
with the prisoners. We believe this jail is the best equipped 
and safest in the State. The sanitary arrangements and ventila- 
tion are of the latest approved design. | 

This jail was built by the Pauly Jail Co., of St. Louis, Mo., 
to the entire satisfaction of the committee, and we have no hesi- 
tation in saying that they more than carried out the specification 
in the contract and spared no expense to make it one of the best 
jails in the country,

Voted that the above Committee be authorized to sell the 
present Jail and site. 

Voted that the Commissioners be authorized to allow the 
Town of Newport to make certain changes in the Court House 
building not detrimental to the interests of the County.

Solicitor’s Report. 





Since my last report I have instituted criminal proceedings 
for assault with intent to slay, to commit rape, aggravated as- 
sault and assault on an othcer. Breaking and entering, larceny 
by bailee, forgery, criminal libel, keeping disorderly house, fug- 
itive from justice, practicing dentistry without license, and arson. 
These crimes and offenses were committed, some of them sev- 
eral times, in the towns of Claremont, Cornish, Newport, Plain- 
field and Charlestown. 

Sixteen indictments have been found, viz: I[ndict. for 
breaking and entering, plea guilty, sentence year in jail. 
Indct. for assault with intent to slay, dismissed by reason of 
death of respondent. Five indcts. against George I. Putnam, 
editor of the Claremont Advocate, for false and malicious arti- 
cles (criminal libel) published by him in said newspaper con- 
cerning the official conduct of the Sheriff and Solicitor of Sulli- 
van County. Putnam plead not guilty, trial by jury on an in- 
dictment containing four counts, verdict guilty, sentenced to 
pay a fine and costs; fine and costs paid, and other four indict- 
ments, each containing a single count, but all contained in the 
indictment on which Putnam was tried, dismissed on motion of 
Solicitor.. Two indcts. for practicing dentistry without license. 
Nol prossed, account of failure of evidence. Two indcts. for 
forgery against same party; plea of guilty to one indictment, 
sentenced to prison not less than a year and a‘day, not more 
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than three years. The other indictment was dismissed. Indct. 
for aggravated assault. Civil suit pending for same offense. 
Respondent recognized for appearance at May term.  Indct. 
for arson, trial by jury, acquitted. Indct. for selling in violation 
of license, and suit brought by the Solicitor on licensee’s bond as 
statute provides. Exceptions taken in the civil suit to admission 
of evidence of License Commissioners finding respondent guilty 
and exclusion of other evidence, tranferred to Supreme Court, 
and respondent recognized for appearance at May term in crim- 
inal action. Indct. of three tramps for assault on officer, plea 
_ guilty, sentence four months each, in jail. Indct. for larceny by 
bailee, continued. 

The criminal docket has been cleared of all indictments to 
date, only three cases being continued for May term, 1905, as 
above stated. 

The grand jury sat but one day at either the May or 
November terms. No fines, costs, or other moneys belonging 
to the County have been paid to me, in conformity with the 
provisions of the statute.
